Then came an unexpected course in God’s 
curriculum, —it was an elective; they need not have 
taken it had they not wished to do so. But they elected 
it, and chose to be cast into the burning fiery furnace 
instead of worshiping the golden image of Nebuchad- 
nezzar. And it has been truly said that “they learned 
more in that furnace with Jesus than they had ever 
dreamed it possible for: men to know of God.” The 






furnace education is a wonderful experience, and it 
has not been limited to Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. Daniel was a graduate in the same school the 
morning after he had passed the night in the den of 
lions. Paul knew all about it; and so did the long 
list- of graduates who are named in the “Westminster 
Abbey of Faith,” the eleventh of Hebrews. Many a 
child of God is in that same school today. The furnace 
education is the higher education; if God is calling 
upon us to know its meaning, let us not hold back 
but trust him and praise him for the training and the

Are We Willing to Wait? 


It is easier to work than to wait. But there may 
be more blessing in waiting than in working. Our 
impatience tells us to push ahead, get busy, work the 
thing through that we long to see. God may be asking 
us to wait, “knowing this, that the trying of your 
faith worketh patience. But let patience have her 
perfect work, that ye may be perfect and entire, 
wanting nothing” (Jas. 1:3,4). So patience may 
work for us more effectively than our impatient 
activity. Many a child of God has chafed and fretted 
over the blocking of plans that seemed to be coming 
along so well until an unexpected hindrance occurred, 
occasioned by unsympathetic people, or by serious 
circumstances, or by Satan himself, causing delay 
and disappointment. And then how often that same 
child of God, being forced to wait, has discovered 
later that the very hindrance or even opposition by 
unfriendly persons or circumstances was just what 
God needed to bring to pass the longed-for result; 
and when the result came it was better and richer 
because of the hindrance and the delay. It is easy 
to believe this after we have seen it for ourselves. 
Why not believe God and trust him while we cannot 
see but must take it by faith? He has promised to 
supply all our need; has he ever broken his promise? 
Isaiah knew God well, and God revealed precious 
truth to this prophet. Let us hide away in our hearts 
two inspired words that have come to us through 
Isaiah. One is this: “He that believeth shall not make 
haste” (Isa. 28:16). The other tells us that we 
have “a God . . . who worketh for him that waiteth 
for him” (Isa. 64: 4, R.V.). Are we willing to wait? 
if we are, God will work out more wonderful things 
for us than he can if we do not wait. “Wait on the 
Lord: be of good courage, and he shall strengthen 
thine heart: wait, I say, on the Lord” (Psa. 27: 14).

twin virtues have glorified the pages of religious 
history since Pentecost, when through the 
promised coming of the Holy Spirit these Christian 
graces were made possible of realization. How rich 
we are in possessing the record of men like Living- 
stone, Henry Martyn, and David Brainerd, to mention 
but three out of hundreds of outstanding heroes of 
the faith, who were at the same time loyal and heroic. 
Much do we need to take to heart the lesson of such 
lives, men who by reason of their passionate con- 
viction and devotion “loved not their lives unto the 
death.” For loyalty should go far beyond the tacit 
acceptance of revealed truth, and extend to receiving 
and wholly obeying every word of the Lord to our- 
selves. True heroism can only spring from such a 


(Ceri viet loyalty, Christian heroism; these 


source. Implicit loyalty to the entire Word of God, 


and to the person and commands of our blessed Lord, 
must be our preparation for heroic achievement. 
The annals of military history yield many a lesson for 
the follower of Christ. Perhaps nowhere could we find 
more inspiring or helpful lessons for ourselves as 
Christian warriors than can be gathered from the 
story of the Guides. Some eighty years ago, Sir 
Henry Lawrence, in India, projected the forming of 
a special corps of native troops that should bear a 
wholly different character. from that of the conven- 
tional soldier. They were to be “mobile . . . un- 
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trammeled by tradition, ready to move at a moment’s 
notice, and composed of men of undoubted loyalty and 
devotion.” They were to contain “trustworthy men, 
who could at a moment’s notice act as guides... 
collect trustworthy information . . . and in addition, 
ready to give and take hard blows whether on the 
frontier or in a wider field.” In short, they were 
to constitute a picked force of utterly devoted and 
dependable men who .could be wholly counted upon 
in any sudden emergency. The training of this corps 
was entrusted to Lieutenant—Jlater Sir — Harry 
Lumsden, and he was largely responsible for the suc- 
cess this fine body cf soldiers achieved. Of what mate- 
rial did he mold this great fighting unit? They were 
men called from many of the border tribes; warlike 
Sikhs, wild Afridis, Pathans, Punjabi; and one in- 
stance is related of a humble water-carrier, the most 
despised of all, who became ‘a non-commissioned officer 
in their ranks. Among their number were former 
cutthroats and murderers, brigands, adventurers, and 
once bitter enemies of the British crown. Are we not 
reminded by this of the material of which our Lord 
Jesus has been pleased to form his body, the Church? 
“Not many wise men. . not many mighty, not 
many noble, are called: but God hath chosen the 
foolish ... the weak ... and base .. . things which 
are despised . . . and things which are not, to bring 
to nought things that are” (1 Cor. 1: 26-28); “and 
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such were some of you: but ye are washed, but ye 
are sanctified, but ye are justified” (1 Cor. 6:11). 
Have we, the subjects of his.eternal sacrifice and of 
his constant abiding grace, become the stalwarts in 
the faith, loyal and heroic, that he might expect us 
to become as the recipients of such exalted favors? 

Let us see how the soldiers of the Guides measured 
up to the trust placed in them. Here was one named 
Dilawar Khan. He was at one time the most notori- 
ous highwayman and outlaw in the whole district of 
Yusafzai, and a price of two thousand rupees was 
placed upon his head. Again and again did Lumsden 
and his men try to capture this brigand, but every 
time he skillfully eluded their clutches. At last Lums- 
den said to himself, “Such a clever man would be 
invaluable in the Guides,” so he sent him a politely 
worded note inviting him to come and talk things 
over, and with the invitation went a free passport. 
Are not we who read reminded of our blessed Lord 
and his dealings with us, in all this? Do we not 
recognize ourselves as the rebels, upon whose head 
a price was placed, whose life was forfeited? And 
then, the magnanimity of our Saviour; his gracious 
invitation, the free passport tendered to us — we rec- 
ognize this as well. 

So one fine day Dilawar’ appeared on the scene and 
was ushered into Lumsden’s tent. As he listened to 
the incredible proposal made to him — that he, an out- 
law, should have his sins all forgiven, he enlisted 
in the Guides, with the prospect of soon becoming 
a native officer—he was fairly) overcome with the 
ridiculousness of it all, and marched away laughing. 
But Lumsden’s voice followed him: “Mind, Dilawar, 
it’s either to accept my generous offer, or to be hung, 
sooner or later, as an outlaw.” The man thought it 
out and in six weeks was back to enlist, bringing some 
of the members of his clan with him. Years after 
he confessed to Lumsden that his motives in enlisting 
were unworthy, but soon he had come to find how 
fine and worthy of devotion were his commanders, 
and with all his heart he threw himself into their 
service. From that time he did excellent work; he 
was in the siege and storming of Delhi at the time 
of the Mutiny; he served also in many skirmishes 
which occurred on the frontier during the following 
twelve years, and in 1869 was sent on a most deli- 
cate and dangerous mission, which involved carry- 
ing his life in his hands for many a long day. 
Although no longer young, joyfully he set out on 
the long and arduous task. During this expedi- 
tion he was imprisoned and only narrowly escaped 
death; then, successful, he started back to India 
across the great range of mountains, some 24,000 
feet in height, which divide Chitral from Bajour. 
Across the “Pass of Death” he and his companions 
struggled through ever-deepening snow and increasing 
cold. On the fourth night he felt himself dying; call- 
ing to his side one of the survivors he said, “Should 
you reach India, tell the Commissioner that Dilawar 
Khan of the Guides-is dead, and that he died faithful 
and happy to give up his life in the service of the 
Great Queen.” So could write the great apostle, “I 
have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith.” 

We read of the fidelity of the Guides at the time 
of the great Mutiny in India, when thousands of their 
kind turned in massacre upon the British populace. 
But the Guides, in contrast, rushed to the aid of the 
threatened population in Delhi, and we read of their 
performing the incredible feat of marching 580 miles 
in 21 days and § hours, or over 27 miles a day, and 
this at the hottest season of the year and in the 
hottest region on earth. And when they arrived on 
the scene, footsore and dusty, and were asked, “How 
soon ‘vil you be ready to go into action?” their reply 
was prompt, “In half an hour.” Gallantly they fought 
to protect those of an alien race, and of their 600 in 
number, 350 were left casualties on the field. 

Then we have the story of their undying heroism at 
Kabal in Afghanistan. When the. British Embassy 
there was attacked and all the Englishmen killed, the 
little remnant of Guides were bidden to surrender by 
the ferocious enemy. “Why fight any longer? Your 
sahibs are killed. Save yourselves, we have no quar- 
rel with you,” cried the voices from without. How 
sublime was their answer: “The sahibs gave us this 
duty to perform, to defend this Residency to the last. 
Shall we then disgrace the cloth we wear by disobey- 
ing their orders now that they are dead?” And know- 
ing they were going to their death, the little band of 
heroes sallied forth to meet the enemy, not in sur- 
render, but to fight until the last man of their little 
group was struck down by death. 

Another tale of the loyalty of Guides is that of 
seventeen men of the Afridis who were summarily 
discharged from the Corps because of the defection 
and desertion of another man of their tribe. When 
nearing his own village during their campaigning, 
he had, in a moment of temptation, simply left and 
gone home, carrying with him two rifles. Stern was 
the discipline which had brought this body of soldiers 
to such a degree of efficiency; and the commanding 
officer met the situation severely, but wisely. To the 
other seventeen, innocent of the crime, he said: “Go 
back to your tribe, all of you, and never let me see 
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your faces untit you come back bringing those two 
lost rifles with you.” Two whole years passed away, 
the vacancies in the ranks had been filled, when one 
day there walked into the cantonment a “ragged, 
rough-bearded, hard-bitten gang of seventeen men, 
carrying two rifles.” It was the lost legion! For 
two years of tribal warfare they had waited and 
watched until at last the rifles were won back. Their 
faces beamed as they said to the commanding officer: 
“The sahib told us never to show our faces again 
until we found the rifles, and here they are. Now 
by your Honor’s kindness we shall again enlist and 
serve the Queen.” 

The love of these simple men for their commanding 
officer was the mainspring of their existence and the 
inspiration of their service. They had a succession of 
worthy commanders, but one of the most beloved was 
Lord Roberts, then, to them, simply “Roberts Sahib.” 
One day, long after his connection with the Guides 
had ceased, when as a matter of fact he was Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India, he chanced to be passing 
the camp of the Guides, riding quietly along. The 
sentry on the quarter-guard, an old soldier, recognized 
him in the distance and -began shouting as he was 
bound to do, “Guard turi out”; but in a still higher 
key he added an “uuofficial after-statement,” “Rob- 
erts, Sahib is coming.” Like lightning the word spread 
down the long line of tents and with one accord 
each man dropped his work at the magic name and 
dashed to the head of the camp to see their old leader 
and friend. So may it be with us at the last, when 
by His grace we have suffered and endured to the 
end, when we have fought a good fight and finished 
our course, that one day also the cry may go forth, 
“Behold, the bridegroom cometh”; and we shall, oh, 
how gladly, drop a!!-we have been doing in His name 
to meet Him who is our joy and our all, and hence- 
forth “ever be with the Lord.”

1. One who makes the kingdom first in his 
life. 

2. One who has a spiritual conception of the pur- 
pose of the Sunday-school. 

3. One who has a knowledge of modern methods 
in organizing and conducting his school. 

4. One who is optimistic, and not much given to 
criticism. 

5. One who insists that the Sunday-school contribute 
to the public worship of this sanctuary. 


Alert, Open-Minded, Energetic 


AM very well satisfied with my superintendent, “as 

is.’ But since this is about an “ideal superintend- 
ent,” I shall say, without reference to the present one, 
that I would like a superintendent to be alert, open- 
minded, energetic, and with a true sénse of spiritual 
values. He must be a leader and an inspirer of peo- 
ple, not a driver. He must realize that it takes real 
administrative work to run a Sunday-school. . He 
must keep abreast with the best methods being used 
in successful schools. And he must never believe 
that he is elected to his position for the term of 
his natural life and good behavior. 

My Sunday-school superintendent must have a real

knowledge of his Bible, what religious education is, 
and must one who makes an earnest effort to put 
into his life the truths his school tries to put into 
the lives of the pupils. 


Wise and Consecrated 


HE best superintendent I have ever had was not 

absent a single Sunday in over thirty years, and 
he was sometimes as far away as New York between 
Sundays. ; 

My present superintendent is a charming gentleman 
and has a most winning personality, but he is a public 
official, and the pressure of his office sometimes conflicts 
with his Sunday-school hours. The relation of pas- 
tor and superintendent is almost as close as husband 
and: wife. The duties are so mutual it is difficult 
to draw the line between them. 

It is said a man once told his wife, “See here, I 
am the head of this home.” 

The wife replied, “I am the neck, and the neck 
turns the head.” 

“Presbyterial authority” was once being discussed 
and one brother said, “It is like the authority of a 
man over his wife: the less it is exercised, the better.” 

My idea of the best relation between pastor and 


superintendent is to put the reins in the hands of a - 


wise, consecrated man, and leave them there. 


Genuinely Loyal 


IRST of all, he should be a man of patience, tact, 

tenderness, courtesy, good judgment, humility, and 
deep spirituality. 

Second, he should know his Bible, believe whole- 
heartedly in it, and live obedient to it as being the 
very Word of God and of final authority. 

Third, he should be a man of genuine loyalty: 

1. Yo me as his pastor, who, as an ordained minis- 
ter of the church, after years of special preparation, 
the election of the congregation, and the appointment 
of Presbytery, is, and should be recognized as, the 
official head of the church. 

2. As a co-worker with me, he should be one with 
whom I could always counsel, and upon whose sym- 
pathy and co-operation I could always rely. 

3. That he should be loyal to the church itself, 
realizing that the Sunday-school is not independent 
of, but merely a department of, the church; and can 
serve best when it considers and furthers the interests 
of the church as a whole. 


4. That he constantly seek to impress upon his 
assistants and teachers and scholars the importance 
of their attendance upon the sanctuary services, and 


their support of the church’s financial and other pro- 
grams. 


5. That in order to unify and not dissipate their 
resources, he see to it that the budget of the Sun- 
day-school and organized classes is such as to further 
and not hinder the success of the budget of the church. 

6. To this end, that he employ such means as may 
be neccessary to keep his constituency thoroughly in- 
formed as to the purpose, the progress, and the needs 
of the various causes of the Presbytery, Synod, and 
Assembly. 

And finally, through all he says and plans and does, 
he should impress his associates that their supreme 


concern should be soul-saving and Christian charac- 
ter building. 


A Christ-Like Personality 


| WOULD like to see the same qualities he now 
possesses developed to their utmost efficiency. 

_I. Personality—The foremost quality is a Christ- 
like personality that brightens every session of the 
school. It warms the friendship among teachers and 


pupils and attracts strangers. Bunyan calls this Great 
Heart, the gift of the Spirit. 

2. Intelligence-—This radiant personality is strength- 
ened by intelligence sufficient to interpret the Bible 
and to understand the religious needs of other nations 
as well as the religious, social, industrial, and racial 
problems of America. This mental keenness will seize 
and discriminatingly employ the best methods of Sun- 
day-school work. 

3. Executive Ability—It follows that the superin- 
tendent possesses executive ability. That is, he under- 
stands picking the right person for the right place, 
tactfully working with him, keeping, so far as in him 
lies, his interest up to the burning point. The assem- 
bly is planned and conducted in a summery atmosphere 
attractive alike to old and young. 


4. Pastoral Spirit—Nor is the'work of the super- 
intendent confined alone to the school room. He 
has the pastoral spirit. His big heart leads him 
from home to home up to the limit of his ability and 
then delegates the same service to officers and teachers. 
One by one the pupils are led to Christ and the pas- 
tor is presented with these firstfruits of the Spirit. 
Church attendance and church membership are never- 
fading goals. Pastor and superintendent are pals. 
They have perfect confidence in each other and are 
united in prayer as touching the one thing of bring- 
ing the school into fellowship with Christ in the pub- 
lic worship of the sanctuary. They are laborers to- 
gether with God.

Working with His Superintendent 


WOULD like to know above all things: 

That there is one hundred percent co-operation, 

That should there be opening exercises by the 
different departments he will feel perfectly welcome 
and will make it a point to visit in the various de- 
partments and not seat himself in a men’s class and 
stay there. 

That he would make it a point to attend the teach- 
ers’ meetings as often as possible and take part in 
the discussion, freely, so as to know about the differ- 
ent plans and to be able to assist as far as his time 
will permit. 

That he would be on the lookout for teathing mate- 
rial and help me to get in touch with the prospects, 
or failing to communicate with me, would communi- 
cate with the various departmental superintendents.

Y IDEAL pastor must be a man of God rather 
than a man’s man; one who is thoroughly out- 
fitted by the Word of God, which is able to do that. 
He should feel as much responsibility for the Sun- 
day-school as for the morning service or the prayer- 
meetings; should plan with me for the highest 
attainments of the school; should correlate the pulpit 
teaching with the class teaching; should keep the Sun- 
day-school before the whole congregation as the best 
means of development through Bible study; should 
visit prospects for church membership, and hold com- 
municant classes for them. 

He should set, and endeavor to maintain, high stand- 
ards of spirituality —of other-worldliness rather than 
of worldliness — among the teachers and officers, that 
they may help in maintaining that among the members. 
He should keep.a world vision before the school. 

I do not want him to teach a class, for that would 
prohibit his doing other things during the school 
session that are more important for him—such as 
regular visits to the different classes and departments; 
no better service than this could be rendered, if it is 
not a “pop” call. I do not want him to break into 
a program that has been carefully prepared. I do 
not want him to use the Sunday-school as an adver- 
tising medium, or as a dumping ground; I have known 
of schools that suffered that way. 

If every home and every person in the congrega- 
tion is to be reached, the assistance and co-operation® 
of the pastor is absolutely necessary, for he has access 
* homes, to officers, to adults, enjoyed by no one 
else. 

My ideal pastor realizes the immense opportunity 
for personal evangelism that is offered by the Suh- 
day-school, and that hand-picked fruit is far more 
valuable than that which is shaken from the tree. 
He realizes that those won to Christ in their early 
years make the finest Christians in the world; there- 
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fore he is on his toes for every opportunity to get in 
touch wich the young, and win them before they have 
been soiled.

HAT I would like in my pastor is rather diffi- 
cult for me to tell because in my pastor I have 
everything to be desired. ;

When there is no cause for 
it, it soon dies out, but where there is cause it 
grows like the snowball rolling down hill and does 
untold damage. 

I want my pastor to avoid the very appearance of 
evil and stand as a model for all. 

I want to be able to trust him completely, for I 
want in him a friend and counsellor, one that I can 
look up to and one for whom I can have the highest 
respect and confidence. 

I want to see no little thing mar his usefulness. 
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In Touch with Teachers and Scholars 


WOULD like to have our pastor: 
1. Present every Sunday at school. 


2. Not teaching a class regularly, but visiting the 
several classes — tactfully helping individual teachers; 
getting in close touch with individual members; help- 

. ing the superintendent to know better the faithfulness 
and efficiency of his corps of teachers. 


3. Meet groups of teachers or scholars outside of 
school hours to stimulate closer acquaintance and 
mutual, loving esteem. 


4. Have occasional services during preaching hour, 
at which special provision is made for school. 

5. At least once a year, perhaps during February 
and March, have a class for prospective church mem- 
bers, to acquaint them with the plan of salvation, and 
duties of church members. 

6. Make home calls on prospective church members 
from school. 

7. At close of each school service, have three to 
five m'nhtes to unify, re-enforce, and spiritualize the 
teaching of lesson for the day. Then dismiss school. 

8. Seek to have all infants of church members bap- 
tized “Have an annual service at which they should 
all be present, if possible. 

9. Would like to have our pastor advise me as to 
how I can make our school bigger and better. 


Interested in the Children 
WOULD like him: 


1. To be really interested in children and young 
people of the Sunday-school and willing to associate 
with them in order that they may love and respect 
him. 


2. To visit promptly all new families that become 
members of the Sunday-school. The Sunday-school 
generally reaches the newcomers in a community be- 
fore the church does. This type of visitation will 
give him a large list of prospective members to work 
on. 

3. To deliver an interesting sermonette for children 
each Sunday morning at the service. 

4. To instruct a special class of boys and girls who 
are not Christians but may be interested in knowing 
what is required of them to become a Christian and 
the benefits that come from living a Christian life. 

5. To let the superintendent and his teachers really 
run the Sunday-school under the direction of the ses- 
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sion. A great many times a minister wishes to take 
the lead in a school and in a great many cases hinders 
the success of the school.

Supporiing the School by Prayer 


WOULD like in my pastor one who takes a con- 

stant interest in the Sunday-school and who at- 
tends its sessions often enough to be known to the 
members of each department. 

Also I would like my pastor to mention the Sunday- 
school from the pulpit at least as often as he does 
the Woman’s Society. 

He should keep the Sunday-school in his heart 
and prayers, and co-operate with its officers and 
teachers in all things that tend to develop and im- 
prove it. . 
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Consultant and Helper 


EING commander-in-chief (so to speak) of the 

whole church, the pastor should be greatly inter- 
ested in the work of the Sunday-school, as this is the 
teaching body of the church, and should co-operate 
fully with the superintendent, giving him the benefit 
of his experience. 

He should be ever ready to offer suggestions that 
would improve the work or make it more effective. 

He should be iuterested in the children of the Sun- 
day-school and by his friendly manner with them 
cause them to feel at home and want to attend his 
Sunday-school. 

He should keep in close touch with the plans and 
programs of the Sunday-school, attend the most im- 
portant meetings and thus steer the work in the right 
direction. 

He should keep in close touch with the children 
who have reached the age that they should make a 
decision accepting the Lord Jesus Christ, and assure 
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himself through personal contact or through the 
teacher that they are given proper instructions along 
this line. 

He should have the session select a man as super- 
intendent of the Sunday-school in whom he-has ex- 
plicit faith and his utmost confidence. 

He should never be dictatorial or try to run the 
— according to any set ideas that he might 
have. 

His duty to the Sunday-school should be very largely 
that of consultation and co-operation,

In the Midst of a Riot in Belgium

** Since this article was written,’’ writes Mrs. Norton, ‘‘the Mission has been given possession of the 
property acquired by them in Arlon, and regular meetings have been begun. The Holy Spirit is indeed raising up 
a standard against the enemy, who came in like a flood those memorable days of September. The leader of the 
post writes that the hall is absolutely full, and that conversions are taking place. One case is that of a teacher 
in the Normal School of Arlon, who, after yielding in one of the night. meetings, told how she had resisted the 
Spirit’s voice for a year; since her conversion she has witnessed to her great joy. There is a spirit of deep

the southeastern part of the Province of Lux- 

embhourg, Belgium, to attend the trial of ten 
ringleaders of a riot that arose on the occasion of our 
tent mectings thcre early in September. Early in 
the campaign the Catholics began to attack us in their 
daily papers. Placards were placed everywhere de- 
nouncing us; one was even posted on our Gospel car 
during the night. In these articles and posters we 
were denounced as being spies and heretics, political 
agents of the great Protestant nations who were thus 
seeking, first of all, to seduce Belgium from her an- 
cient religion and then to hand her over to one of 
the great powers that we represented; on the street 
children spat upon our workers, calling them “dirty 
Protestants,’ and even passers-by would stop to insult 
us. The city council was divided, one part, non-Cath- 
olics, declaring in our favor and the Burgomaster 
himself sent us secret word to “hold fast” and not 
to heed the .age of our enemies. 

We praise God for the deliverance accorded us in 
that city of Arlun. When a noisy mob of eight hun- 
dred people, stirred up by the priests, sought to assail 
and destroy our tent, not only did the police protect 
us and keep order, but groups of Socialists themselves 
formed a cordon around the tent to keep the infuriated 
mob from cutting the tent ropes. It should be said 
that here, as elsewhere in Belgium, Catholics are 
opposed politically by the Socialists and the Liberals 
and very often when we are attacked thus by the 
Catholics, these groups will champion us in their own 
papers. As a result of these riots the chief of police 
had arrested these ten persons, and we had come to 
Arlon to atterd the trial only as onlookers, although 
one of sur number, who had been the leader of the 
meetings, had been summoned as a witness. The 
judge and the prosecuting attorney were on our side, 
being non-Catholics, but the ten accused had secured 
a bigoted Catholic lawyer from an adjoining city to 
defend them. The spokesman for the ten rioters was 
himself a lawyer, and it was a strange sight to see 
him take off his lawyer’s robe before appearing as 
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defendant in the rdle of lawbreaker. Nine of the 
ten defendants were finally dismissed as their rioting 
had taken place outside the tent, and our worker gen- 
erously refused: to insist upon their . condemnation. 
However, the tenth, a woman leader of the Women’s 
Catholic Society, was. condemned, but her sentence 
proved to be a light one. She had led the crowd 
who actually entered the tent and her testimony was 
a mixture of bigoted fanaticism and of blind hatred 
of Protestantism. Although evidently a woman of 
refinement and perhaps of wealth, as one listened to 
her tirade he could easily imagine her wielding the 
torch to light the flames of a martyr pile. 

We were much impressed also by the impassioned 
oration of the Catholic lawyer, M. Mignon. It was 
illuminating to hear what was the opinion of us held 
by the spokesman of a people wholly ignorant of true 
Protestant principles and history. One could have 
fancied himself back in Inquisition days as he listened 
to this fanatical defense and eulogy of the ten law- 
breakers and the scurrilous. misrepresentations con- 
cerning Protestantism. M. Mignon read excerpts from 
Luther’s writings, which surprised us till we saw that 
they were taken from a Catholic book; also the “facts” 
given concerning the character, history, and origin 
of Protestantism were almost ridiculously far. from 
fact. He spoke of the great vexation it was to the 
Catholics of Arlon to see our tent situated on a pub- 
lic square, to have our tracts distributed on all sides, 
and to see our Gospel car passing constantly to and 
fro in the streets. In face of all these provocations, 
he held that these rioters were absolutely right in 
seeking to bréak up our meetings. Never could there 
have been a clearer demonstration of that Jesuitical 
tenet, “The end justifies the means,” than the declaration 
of. this lawyer that these rioters had done a noble and 
justifiable act in trying thus to drive out Protestantism 
from Arlon, despite the fact that the Belgian Consti- 
tution guarantees liberty of worship to all religious 
organizations. M. Mignon went on to declare that 
Protestantism was anarchistic and criminal. The free- 
dom of thought and liberty of conscience of which 
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Protestants boast could only lead to anarchy in the 
political domain and also in that of morals. It was 
a new experience for us thus to hear ourselves and 
our great forbears labelled as anarchists, criminals, 
and menaces to society; and we could not but think 
of the answer that could be given to these gross false- 
hoods by the transformed lives of converted Belgians 
all over this fair land. 


At the close of the trial where we had seen a real 
manifestation of Satanic fanaticism, we walked across 
to the spot where stands the new building just bought 
as Mission headquarters and preaching hall in Arlon. 
The owners had not yet left the building as our 
occupancy had not begun. We noticed a crowd gath- 
ered outside, and wondered if a fresh riot was to take 
place. What we found» was sad enough. The sister 
of the proprietor seems demon-possessed. Ever since 
we bought the property she has threatened us and 
twice has thrown all our literature out into the streets. 
At last we had been compelled to put a special lock on 
the room containing our stock of Scriptures, but this 
morning she had broken it open with a hammer and 
again the Bibles and other literature were lying in 
the street. Never in Belgium has Satan opposed us 
with such fury as here, — and may we not expect great 
things from the Spirit of God in answer to his raging? 

From other parts of the land we are constantly re- 
ceiving word of increased opposition, but at the same 
time glad tidings of conversions and most interesting 
stories of healings. It would seem that some of these 
supernatural manifestations might compose a part of 
the Spirit’s answer to the challenge of Satan. Two 
instances are here cited from widely separated posts 
—those of Huy and Sart. One worker writes: “Here, 
too, we have the joy of seeing conversions. It was 
a father with his two daughters who sought me in 
great distress, and after a talk when God manifested 
his Presence, this man was converted, and returned 
home filled with joy. They continue coming and 
show their devotion to the Saviour. In this little 
post we have also seen the wonderful healing of a 
man who had congestion of the lungs, and who by 
the grace of God was restored, to the great surprise 
of the doctor. It is a testimony for this village. 
His wife, too, more than a year ago, had put aside her 
crutches and walks now without any aid whatsoever, 
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healed by the Lord in response to the prayer of faith. 
To his Name be the glory.” 

Another worker writes: “I must tell of the fol- 
lowing wonderful answer to prayer. One of our 
brothers, aged sixty-five, used to walk with a stiff 
leg, the result of an accident. For ten years he had 
been unable to bend his knee; he walked with difficulty 
and always had to use a stick. He wanted to help in 
the distribution of the Gospels, but could not because 
of his leg, and so he made it a matter of prayer: 
‘Lord, thou canst make my leg bend and canst 
strengthen it so that I can use it in thy service.’ 
This brother has received the answer; his leg is still 
stiff, but he can bend it a little and can walk without 
a stick and does not get tired. He has been able 
to help me distribute the Good Seed.” 


From several of the posts where new buildings have 
just been dedicated and opened comes news of the 
seal of God on the forward advance. One such is 
the post at Stockay where the dedication of the new 
building took place October 26. M. Claude writes of 
crowds filling the hall, of souls seeking the Lord, and 
of the deepening of the life of believers. Remark- 
able is the work of the Spirit in the lives of the 
new converts in separating them from the world. 
From being unspeakably gross and degraded in their 
lives, many become models of rectitude. One such at 
Stockay was renowned for his expertness in pigeon- 
flying, one-of Belgium’s favorite forms of sport. After 
giving up his tobacco and his liquor, this sport also 
followed his other vices, to the great disgust of his 
sports club, that found itself the poorer through 
the loss of their expert. “What prayer-meetings we 
have!” writes M. Claude. “Twenty-two were present 
at our last one, and the prayers offered were truly 
heart cries — nothing stereotyped or ordinary there! 
A cry, voiced by so many was, ‘O Lord, make me 
truly holy!’ From Liége, where the new hall was 
opened November 2, comes word that on the last Sun- 
day night meeting the hall was filled and there were 
three conversions. From Flanders as well comes 
heartening word; in fact, from most of the forty- 
four posts of the Mission there is word of spiritual 
quickening. May not the sweeping revival for which 
we long have prayed be at the door?

In a drinking community 











How I Taught the Temperance Lesson 


By a Sunday School Teacher 














was sadly needed in the little community class 

that meets with me, in my home, every Sunday 
morning. Practically every third house in our vil- 
lage has liquor in it, to drink or to sell, and many 
children have bootlegging parents. As the geog- 
raphies said when we were young, it is our village’s 
“chief industry.” I have shirked temperance lessons 
because there seemed nothing to give little children, 
nothing they could grasp, but one morning at the 
close of Sunday-school came an urge to teach a tem- 
perance lesson the next Sunday, and with it came 
a sudden idea of just how to teach it, what to use 
to make it a lesson never to be forgotten. I told the 
children that the next Sunday we should have a les- 
son that would “make them sit up and take notice”’— 
I should illustrate it, and they would never, never 
forget it—but I should not tell them what it would 
be like. 

When the following Sunday came [ arranged a 
tray on which were a bit of coffee and tea, a glass 
of water, a cigarette, a wooden ice bucket and two 
pint whiskey flasks, one corked and full of water (1 
explained later that it was only water); the other 
uncorked, a rubber snake of the ten-cent store va- 
riety coiled in it, with the head and four or five inches 
of snake hanging out of the mouth of the bottle. I 
covered the two bottles with a cloth. First of all 
I had consulted the Bible and I told the children, 
aiter the worship was completed, that I had heard 
of a man who talked over the radio about Satan’s 
workshop; this morning I was going to tell them 
about his keenest, sharpest tool. Then I changed my 
talk to the subject of a young man training for a 
football team. He must have muscle; he must have 
a healthy, strong body; he must be able to do hard 
work and have a strong) heart. Boys all want plenty 
of muscle; they want to do things that are hard and 
to do them they must have the ability to think quickly 
and keenly. Girls, also, need all these things. A 
boy in training cannot smoke cigarettes (coffin nails, 
we used to call them); he must drink little or no 
coffee or tea, eat no sweets, and certainly drink no 
liquor. After all, what does the Bible say about 
drinking, and men who drink liquor? I turned to 
the outline I had made. 

The Bible asks questions. It asks who has woe, 
that is, trouble; it asks who has sorrow, conten- 
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tions —that is, fighting and fusses, babblings, saying 
things with no meaning, wounds without cause. Our 
boys who came home from the war ten years ago, 
some of them, had wounds —they had fought for us. 
But what of the man that fights without a cause be- 
cause he is “fussy”? It asks whose eyes are red. 
And then it says, “They that tarry long at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine” (Prov. 23: 30). 
Ah, so it is the man who drinks! It even tells us 
what he is like. He curses and talks bitterly; his 
feet are swift to shed blood; he causes misery and 
destruction ; knows not the way of peace; has ro fear 
of God; staggers; sees strange things and says what 
he would not ordinarily say; he does not feel it if 
anyone strikes him; when he sobers up he begins 
to drink again; his vision is bad; he stumbles; doesn’t 
stay at home; vomits; forgets things; has bad judg- 
ment; is usually poor and his family is in rags; and 
he is never satisfied to drink alone—he wants to 
drag others into it. 

Is there any way we can help? “It is good neither 
to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor anything whereby 
thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, or is made 
weak” (Rom. 14:21). “Be not among winebibbers” 
(Prov. 23:20). “By love serve one another” (Gal. 
5:13). “Walk in the Spirit” (Gal. 5:16). Shall 
we be arrested and put in jail for having love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness? Did you ever sce the wife of a drunkard 
taken to jail for being meek? They usually are 
meek. Temperance? 

What does God say about it? “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). “Woe unto 
them that rise up early in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that continue until night, 
till wire inflame them” (Isa. 5:11). “Woe unto 
them that call evil good, and good evil; that put 
darkness for light, and light for darkness; that put 
bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter’ (Isa. 5:20). 
“Woe unto them that are mighty to drink wine, and 
men of strength to mingle strong drink” (Isa. 5:22). 
“Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God?” (1 Cor. 6:9.) “Know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost?” 
(1 Cor. 6:19.) “Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging: and whosoever is deceived thereby is not 
wise” (Prov. 20:1). “Look not thou upon the wine 
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when it is red, when it giveth his colour in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright” (Prov. 23:31). 

How is the drunkard punished? “If a man have 
a stubborn and rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice of his mother 
... then shall his father and his mother .. . bring 
him out unto the elders of his city ...and they 
shall say ... This our son is stubborn and rebellious, 
he will not obey our voice; he is a glutton and a 
drunkard. And all the men of his city shall stone him 
with stones, that he die” (Deut. 21:18). “The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). He shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God (1 Cor. 6:10). 

Is there any way to help a drunkard? ‘Pray one 
for another” (Jas. 5:16). “While we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 5:8). “If thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved” (Rom. 10: 
9). “There is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we may be saved” (Acts 4: 12). 
“Whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Rom. 10: 13). 

So then, it seems that only God has power to help 
a drunkard. We certainly do not want our bodies, 
which he claims for temples, to be stained yellow 
with cigarettes, or our hearts to be weak so that 
we cannot run with the Gospel. 

I told the story of a boy who liked liquor, who, 
as he became a young man, claimed that he “cotld 
take it or leave it alone.” I uncorked the bottle’ of 
water and, explaining that the wooden bucket was 
the young man’s stomach, every time I mentioned a 
drink, I poured a drink into the bucket, corked the 
bottle and iaid it back underneath the cloth. I told 
about his friends and the parties he went to; when 
he got drunk; when he married; when his first boy 
was born with the inherited taste of liquor. I told 
how this man became a slave to liquor; a drunkard, 
blear-eyed and tottery, unable to judge between 
good and evil, and how his boy followed in his 
footsteps. At last the liquor was all gone except 
one drink. I talked about the last drink, how the 
man kept saying, even though God said it bit like 
a snake, that it didn’t bite him—Zit was good for 
him. So he came to the last drink. He is old 
now. He takes out his bottle. ...I drew out the 
other bottle, with the snake in it, and before it 
was out I said, “I want you to remember this as long 
as you shall live; if any of you are ever tempted 
to take a drink, before the bottle touches your lips, 
I want you to SEE this” ...and I held out the 
bottle in which was a deadly snake. “The Bible is 
true —there is a snake at the bottom of every bot- 
tle, a snake that bites the bite of death, that keeps 
out all hopes of Heaven —and the snake is ‘that old 
serpent, called the Devil’” (Rev. 12:9). 

long “Ah!” came from the assembled children. 

“Do you want to find a snake like this when you 
are too old to change?” 

“No, ma’am.” 

“Do you want ever to take a drop of liquor into 
your bodies?” and every hand went up as they said 
again —‘No, ma’am!” 

“Will you promise me never to touch it?” 

“Yes, ma’am!” 

Was it worth the effort? I think so. Just a 
year ago the father of one of my thirteen-year-old 
boys shot and accidentally killed his wife in a 
drunken orgy. The tragedy of it is still in that lit- 
tle boy’s eyes, although he loves his father. I think 
they will remember that lesson forever.

How I Kept My Faith During College Years

effect of a college education upon the faith of 

the average student, and most of us read or hear 
every now and then of those whose contact with mod- 
ern thought in their university studies has_ played 
havoc with their religious convictions. 

My own undergraduate experience was quite the 

reverse. 1 do not think I passed through my college 
years thoughilessly and superficially, failing to dis- 
cern, and to give some consideration to, those intel- 
lectual’ difficulties that any thoughtful man of faith 
must encounter in the face of “the crackling artillery 
oi the science of our times.” Yet I can unhesitat- 
ingly aver that when I left my alma mater my Chris- 
tian faith was not destroyed or even weakened, still 
less was it a remodeled faith cut to the pattern of 
the latest fashions in thought; on the contrary I went 
forth possessed of the same New Testament faith 
with which I entered, unaltered’ save that it had been 
strengthened and enriched intellectually and devotion- 
ally. 
, i have been asking myself why this: should have 
been; why, where the faith of some barely survives, 
mine should have thrived. And the conclusion I have 
reached is that the chief factor was the experimental 
nature of my faith. The man of a theoretical faith, 
picked up secondhand and not really put to the test 
of experience, finds that his faith wavers before the- 
ories more convincingly stated than his have been, 
But the man of a virile, working faith has in his own 
experience the strongest kind of apologetic. He can 
match fact against theory; and with the superb word 
of the apostle, “I know whom I have believed,” he 
can breast the rising tide of modern agnosticism, _It 
was just such a personal, experimental, satisfying 
knowledge of spiritual realities that kept me strong 
in the certainties of faith amid those uncertainties of 
human thought that become so emphasized by contact 
with the great minds of the past and of the present. 


What the World War Did for Me 


I entered the university possessed of, and because 
of, an experimental, evangelical faith. I had been 
cradled in such a faith, but until I approached my 
twenties it had been largely theoretical for me. I 
was a church member and an active church worker, 
but my faith had been gradually diluted during my 
teens under the influence of conditions in a new land 
and the preaching of a minister of liberal views. 
When about nineteen I came to grips with life. The 
World War exposed to me the poverty of my spiritual 
life and shocked me into a search for a ¢reed and an 
experience that would sustain a man even though the 
earth be removed and though the mountains be carried 
into the midst of the sea. A keen sense of moral 
dissatisfaction laid hold of me at this time that could 
not be shaken off by the consideration that I was a 
clean-living young fellow, well esteemed by my asso- 
ciates for my general character and Christian activi- 
ties. In this state of mind I was prepared for a 
re-acceptance of the Christian Gospel with which I 
was so familiar, but which, for lack of a sufficient 
sense o, need, I had not yet thoroughly appropriated. 
That 1 now did, and the personal experience of its 
marvelous effects made the grand old doctrine of 
justification by faith as vital to me as it became to 
Luther when first he glimpsed it, or to Cowper when 
he read Romans 3:25 and “received strength to be- 
lieve it,” or to John Wesley when his heart was 
“strangely warmed” with the glad consciousness: of 
“peace with God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Mine was now the faith of experience, and out of 
the spiritual crisis through which I had passed there 
came a dedication of life that eventually led me into 
the Christian ministry. What has been narrated took 
place gradually over a period of several years; then 
came two years of home mission field work during 
which I prepared to enter the university. I had em- 
barked upon a business career and should never have 
sought a liberal education but for this new life work 
into which the spiritual transformation I have de- 
scribed now led me. Thus it came about that the 
autumn of 1923 saw me registered as a freshman at 
the University of , a state, not a church in- 
stitution. 

There followed four years of hard but enjoyable 
work. As I review them now I realize that the ex- 
perimental faith with which and because of which 
I entered the university was also the means by which 
I made my way through those strenuous years. Apart 
from it I could not have carried through the task 
I undertook, for it was a toilsome road I had to 
travel by reason of certain handicaps under which I 
had to work. 


In the first place I was in financial straits, and was 
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faced with the necessity of making my own way with- 
out assistance from relative, friend, or church. As 
a partial relief in this financial embarrassment, I 
undertook a small pastoral charge in the city in which 
the university was located. The help this afforded 
my purse was at the expense of time that could have 
been devoted to my studies. It added considerably 
to my work and threathened to be a serious distrac- 
tion from careful study. Then, too, I was lacking 
in cultural background and was naturally diffident. 
Until beginning my matriculation studies as a mission 
pastor I had been out of touch with school work 
since my fourteenth year, when I completed the pub- 
lic school course. I had done well enough in the 
matriculation examinations, but was by no means too 
confident of my power to do the work that now lay 
before me. To most persons the twofold task I was 
attempting would have been a man-sized job. Cer- 
tainly to me, possessed of very ordinary ability, and 
of a diffident makeup, the attempt was possible only 
as I made it in faith. 

Against the disadvantages just enumerated I was 
able to match three distinct advantages that were 
products of my Christian faith, There was deep and 
abiding heart peace; the consciousness of peace with 
God, and the enjoyment of the peace of God guard- 
ing the heart and mind from care. This enabled me 
to use freely: that mental and spiritual energy that 
might otherwise have been consumed in anxiety, or 
at least in an elusive soul dissatisfaction. From all 
such wearing restlessness of spirit I was splendidly 
free, and as a result could undertake a greater mental 
and spiritual strain than I could otherwise have borne. 
Then, too, I was sustained by a sense of certainty. 
I had taken no step without consulting the will of 
my Lord, and was convinced that I was in the path- 
way of his choice for me. Consequently I felt that 
I could count upon God to supply my every need. 
Whatever I lacked in natural self-confidence was bal- 
anced therefore by this confidence in God that offset 
a diffident disposition. Finally, I knew a sure source 
of help for every time and kind of need. I had 
already proved the efficacy of prayer. I had found 
God faithful and knew that I could always resort to 
the “throne of grace” whenever need required. Such 
then were the advantages that counterbalanced the 
handicaps with which I set out upon my college course. 
And they were sufficient to see me through, for finan- 
cial difficulties smoothed out as I went along and 
success attended my work both as pastor and student. 

I recently came upon a note I once made upon Ex- 
odus 16:4. The verse contains the suggestive ex- 
pression rendered by one translator “the portion for 
a day on its day.” Upon these words I had noted: 
“Yes, this very week (the first’ week of my junior 
year) fees for university just in hand by registration 
day. Enough being received for books as I need 
them. And this has been my general experience ever 
since I started my present work.” Often working 
by quite ordinary means, sometimes by extraordinary, 
a providential care attended my every step. 


Praying for a Definite Sum of Money 


The prayer of petition had of necessity a consid- 
erable place in the experiences of those years. 
made it a habit to tell my heavenly Father my daily 
needs, no matter how seemingly trivial, and then con- 
fidingly leave it with him to provide. By merely 
changing the period of time he mentions, I could make 
my own the words with which Professor Glen Clark 
begins an article on prayer in The Atlantic Monthly 
for August, 1924. “I do not know why God should 
have blessed me for the past two years with an al- 
most continuous stream of answered prayer. Some of 
the answers were marvelous, many unexplainable, all 
of them joy-giving.” Two of my prayer experiences 
that were marvelous to me, and the memory of which 
still thrills me with joy, are worth recounting. 

At the close of my first year’s work I was in sore 
need of a little extra money. Not only had I some 
pressing personal wants, but there were some who 
were very dear to me who also were feeling the pinch 
of poverty and whom I longed to assist. One day I 
felt so poignantly my inability to relieve their distress 
that I went out for a long walk to be alone and to 
unburden my heart in prayer. As I was so engaged 
the thought came “Why not pray for what you need 
in actual figures.” In a trice I had calculated where 
I could immediately use for pressing necessities the 
sum of one hundred dollars, and although I had never 
but once before prayed for a specific amount, and in 
that case for something unrelated to personal wants, 
I now quietly petitioned for $100. I think that was 
on a Friday. Over the week-end I was busy and did 
not give particular thought to this special request. 
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Early in the following week, however, while engaged 
in prayer, I again felt the impulse to make definite 
petition for. the sum I-needed. That afternoon I 
received a telephone call from a brother pastor who 
said he wished to see me. I went to his house and 
he handed me an envelope containing a cheque for 
$100. It was an entirely unexpected gift from the 
Home Mission Board with a letter of appreciation 
concerning the work being done in our little church. 
It was most unusual. In the first place, it was not 
the policy of the Board to give help to city churches; 
otherwise I should probably have been receiving aid 
from them. Secondly, it was unusual for the Board 
to have a surplus out of which it could make any 
such gift. Then, too, it was remarkable to say the least 
that there should have been such a perfect dovetailing 
of all the circumstances securing the exact coincidence 
of the ability and generosity of the Board with the 
time and the amount of my need. No one connected 
with the matter knew of my pressing want, and to 
no one had I breathed a word about the specific prayer. 

It was not in the amount of money, nor was it in 
the temporal relief it afforded, though that was most 
gladly welcomed; not in these did I find my joy in 
this experience, but rather in the spiritual meaning 
that the whole episode held for me. Principal Rainy 
has written concerning Paul’s expression of grati- 
tude for the gift of the Philippian church (Phil. 4: 
10-23): “Christianity confers great weight and dig- 
nity on little things. This gift, not in itself very 
great, passing between Christians at Philippi and an 
apostle imprisoned at Rome, belongs after all to an 
unearihly sphere. Paul sees its connection with all 
spiritual things, and with the heavenly places where 
Christ is. And it comes to him carrying a rich mean- 
ing, preaching everlasting consolation and good hope 
through grace.” Even so ‘it was for me. The gift 
came carrying to. me a new assurance of my heavenly 
Father’s good pleasure as to the pathway in which 
I was walking and his gracious purpose to see me 
through. It was as refreshing and as heartening as 
though Heaven itself had opened to disclose the Lord 
Jesus smiling in approval of my poor efforts to do 
his will, and my soul was “lost in wonder, love, and 
praise.” Predominant, however, was wonder that one 
so unworthy as I should be the recipient of so un- 
mistakable and tender an indication of the goodness 
and faithfulness of God to such as trust him. 


Twelve Men and One Loaf 


The disciplinary value to my spiritual life of a 
somewhat similar experience permits its narration 
here. For several weeks I had been cetting more and 
more pressed for money. I had been making it a 
matter of prayer according to my habit and had largely 
been at peace about the situation, but it had become 
acute enough to be distinctly trying. Just at this 
juncture there came in my mail an evangelical period- 
ical in which was an advertisement of The S 
I————— Mission, the reading of which exactly met 
my heart need under the particular stress of the 
moment. It was a strikingly prepared advertisement 
based upon Mark 8:14, “Now the disciples had for- 
gotten to take bread, neither had they in the ship 
with them more than one loaf.” The- writer made 
much of “the disciples’ dilemma” as he called it, 
“twelve hungry men and a loaf that is little more than 
a bun.” The seven chiding questions with which 
Christ met the perplexity and need of the twelve 
were quoted and an application made to the oft-recur- 
ring “one-loaf” situation in which the mission found 
itself. “It was not, after all,” I read, “a question of 
twelve men and one loaf, in a boat. It was the fact 
that there was ONE PRESENCE with the one loaf. He 
asks them to remember five thousand fed .. . and 
then to think of twelve men and one loaf WitH Him.” 

Here were words just suited to the occasion for me. 
I, too, was in a dilemma. My “one loaf” consisted of 
seventy-five cents in change and a bank balance of 
$1.17. My “twelve men” took the form of certain 
obligations that honor demanded should be settled at 
once and for the discharge of which I needed $30. 
How vividly I could see myself now in those men of 
little faith who with the miracles of the feeding of 
the multitudes just behind them were yet too en- 
grossed with the pressing temporal need of the moment 
to be able to receive the spiritual message their Mas- 
ter sought to impart. I, too, was in danger of let- 
ting anxiety about the cares of the passing hour 
render me incapable of following my divine Teacher 
in more important matters he might wish to put be- 
fore me. I saw that I must seek first the kingdom, 
and allow the lesser concerns of my immediate per- 
sonal needs to take their proper place. Perhaps in 
taking this to heart I learned the lesson the experi- 
ence was designed to impress, for the day following 
I received a gift. of $50 from-a Christian woman who 
had no knowledge of my special need.

The Lesson as a Whole. 


By J. Russell Howden 


The Practical Aim 


O SHOW how to appreciate and use God’s 
material benefits. ; 


The Historical Setting 


This lesson like the last is taken from the time 
when the Lord Jesus was in Perea. It connects 
naturally with the closing part of John 10. Luke 
12:1 tells us that “an innumerable multitude of peo- 
ple” were gathered. John 10:41 alike implies’ the 
fact that many resorted to Christ there. We may 
therefore place the circumstances of our present _les- 
son some time about the January before our Lord 
was crucified. 


Verse by Verse 7 

Verse 16.—The ground of a certain rich man, Our 
Lord does not hint for one moment ‘that the man 
had become rich by any unfair means.--It was by 
God’s blessing that he became thus rich and his 
riches might have been a real blessing to himself and 
others if only he had known how to use \them.:° ~ 


Verse 17.—He thought within himself. This faculty 


of self-conscious reflection is one of the qualities and 


powers that differentiate man from the brute creation. 
There is no blame, therefore, implied in the fact of 
the man’s exercising this God-given power; nor would 
there have been anything wrong in his initiating a 
program of rebuilding. The one fault that vitiated 
it all was that he was entirely self-absorbed. Notice 
the personal pronouns in these verses—my fruits, 
my barns, my goods, my soul. “God ... [was] not 
in all his thoughts” (Psa. 10:4). His very soul 
was not really his own (cf. Eccles. 12:7), and there- 
fore none of the other things could possibly be his. 


Verse 19.—Take thine ease. Here again there was 
nothing wrong if the man had sought his ease in the 
right way. The Greek word is the very one used in 
Christ’s loving invitation to the weary and heavy 
laden (Matt. 11:28), but here again the trouble was 
that the man thought only of himself.. He could look 
forward .to some years of leisure, but there is no 
thought in his mind of spending them either in the 
service of or man. All he thinks about is having 
a good time. Note his fourfold folly: he forgot God 
the Giver of all good gifts, he regarded everything 
as belonging to himself, he imagined that material 
things could permanently satisfy his immortal soul, 
and he forgot the fact of death. 


Verse 20.—Thou fool. Compare Matthew 16: 26. 
Spiritually he .was a fool, and that very folly was 
heightened by its contrast with his worldly prudence. 
Thy soul shall be required of thee. Note the solemn 
contrast between the “soul” in verse 19, contemplating 
a time of indulgence, and the same “soul” in verse 
20 — demanded, rendered up, judged. 

Verse 21.—Rich toward God. Compare Matthew 6: 
19, 20. 


Verse 41.—Speakest thou this parable unto us? The

reference is to the whole discourse including the 
parable of verses 16 to 21. This question coming in 
so suddenly and unconnectedly, and remaining appar- 
ently unanswered, is one of the many proofs of the 
originality and historic reality of this incident. 

Our Lord does not an- 
swer the question directly, but proceeds with his dis- 
course so as to enable Peter and the rest to under- 
stand the answer. This shows that in its highest 
sense our Lord’s declaration had reference to his apos- 


.tles and ministers in as much as to them most has 


been-given as stewards. On the other hand, the appli- 
cation’ of the saying is gradationally downward through 
all these who know their Master’s will, even to the 
lowést: 

That faithful and wise steward. This is to be taken 
as referring primarily, though not exclusively, to those 
to whom such special responsibilities have been com- 
mitted in connection with the Church of God. 
Yet it .must also be understood to refer to all re- 
sponsibilities on behalf of others. For its special ap- 


plication on the public service of the state, compare 
Romans 13.

that most cruel and revolting form of punishment 
by which criminals and captives were cut in two. It 
was by this mode that Isaiah is traditionally considered 
to have been martyred. Isaiah’s death is perhaps re- 
ferred to in Hebrews 11:37. In our text the words 
which follow-imply that the one cut asunder is still 
surviving. We must therefore understand the word 
here to mean “scourge severely,” so as to cut up by 
scourging. 

Verse 47.—That servant which knew. Privilege in- 
volves responsibility. That is a lesson which the 
Jews of old were slow to learn. It is not certain 
that Christians have been any quicker. 


Verse 48.—He that knew not. Compare Acts 17: 30.

Golden Topics 


1. The warning against covetousness. The parable 
of the rich fool rose out of the preceding incident. 
The Lord had been speaking about what should be 
the. behavior of his disciples when brought before courts 
of law. His language implied that he was the supreme 
arbiter of affairs, as indeed he is. One quick-witted 
fellow in the crowd seized upon the idea that by be- 
coming a disciple of Christ he might get a troublesome 
bit of law business settled which was then upon his 
own hands. It reads as if it might have been an incident 
in a last week’s newspaper. Our Lord as always took 
occasion from this incident not merely to correct the 
man’s false idea of what discipleship meant, but to set 
forth teaching of permanent importance. There is 
always a danger that the disciple may forget his ab- 
sent Lord, but he may be delivered from this danger 
through the gracious operation of the. Holy Spirit 
(John 15:26; 16:14). There is also a danger that 
unsaved people may enter the fellowship of the Church 
for unworthy motives. In: all countries and at all 
times there have been those who supposed that godli- 
ness was a way of gain (1 Tim. 6:5, R. V.). 


2. Man’s two natures. Man’s spiritual nature can 
never be satisfied by merety material things. He 
cannot “live by bread alone’ (Matt. 4:4). If he 
disobeys this law he impoverishes himself. His very 
successes become a kind of failure. More than that 
he earns God’s condemnation, for he prostitutes God’s 
gifts, so that the things which God has given may 
have caused him to forget the Giver. Every material 
blessing is a call to fresh and more earnest consecra- 
tion. Every material blessing is intended to be a step- 
ping-stone on which the recipient may rise to a closer 
walk with God. The potential fall through the mis- 
use of the gift is as great as the potential rise through 
the proper use. It should be emphasized that there 
is nothing arbitrary or vindictive or petulant in God's 
judgments. They are the expression of his love as 
everything is that he does. God has designed man 
for high honor (Psa. 8:6). If man frustrates God’s 
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plan for the individual life he must inevitably face 
the consequences (cf. Psa. 49:12, 13). 


3. The philosophy and the practice of materialism. 
Materialism as a philosophy has been discredited again 
and again. Today there is less excuse for a material- 
istic philosophy than ever there was, yet such teaching 
still persists in many quarters. Materialism as a 
practice is always rife, for it always appears to the 
lower of man’s instincts. He chooses the things seen 
rather than the things unseen, and that is his folly.

As 
I take up this note on the train to New York my 
newspaper has an editorial on Mr. Edison’s reply to 
a question on his birthday spent in Florida with Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover and Harvey Firestone and Henry 
Ford. All rich men, and famous as well, and among 
America’s very best. Now hear Mr. Edison, “I am 
not acquainted with anyone who is happy.” So it 
would seem that none of his three H’s, “Herbert,” 
“Harvey,” and “Henry,” poor country boys who have 
made good and having all the world has to offer, 
is happy. Here is what I said when I read that, 
“Thomas A., just come and visit your Uncle Billy 
and I will make you acquainted with lots of happy 
folks — but not one of them is a Herbert, a Harvey, 
or a Henry. For Herbert, Harvey, or Henry is not 
in the Sunday-school game, nor ever has been, fine 
fellows as they are. Here is what Solomon says to 
Herbert, Harvey, and Henry—and Thomas, too. 
Ecclesiastes 5: 18-20. The other year I told you of 
a preacher friend of mine who was scared to go into 
a flu-ridden home. He said, “Say, Uncle Billy, I 
would be afraid to go into all the places you go.” To 
vitich I replied, “Domine, you don’t have the right 
kind of religion. I don’t expect to die until my time 
comes.” And by the way, that dear parson friend 
has gone Home. The reason Mr. Edison can find 
wonderful inventions and no happiness is because he 
doesn’t belong to the right church—if you just get 
me. Happy folks are plentiful. There are five of 
us in “El Nidito.” Twe of us are continually about 
the Master’s business in Sunday-schools and similar 
places, and the other three are the colored women 
who make our home so pleasant. (Some cooks, oh, 
boy!) This morning this suit of clothes had a sur- 
prise finding me getting into it before day. When I 
came down to breakfast there were the three “girls” 
and I called, “Bring on that good breakfast!” And 
how they laughed, as only happy colored folks can 
laugh, as I joked them about the “early bird,” and 
the “worm” (Phil. 4: 4-6). 


Dry America.—Blessed is that servant, whom his 
lord when he cometh shall find so doing (v. 43). As 
noted in the previous paragraph, it is this very thing 
we Ridgways want our Lord to find when he cometh. 
We want him to find us right. here in this Corner 
or some other, and trottmg the Rock Run Road where 
the old Brandywine sings out on its way to the sea, 
and busy in all the activities of a lively country church 
life. As I take up this paragraph Lindy’s engagement 
is occupying very much of the front page newspaper 
space. The papers are busy telling the world the 
kind of girl the “boy” who could turn down his glass 
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at a banquet in Paris and hold the dinner waiting 
while they hunted him up a pitcher of water would 
select for a wife. (Here is where the temperance 
lesson can come in, and, by the- way, this action of 
“The Eagle’ was the greatest temperance lecture 
since John B. Gough.) Lindy has never made a 
mistake, not even in picking the girl. Here is what 
I am reading in the metropolitan paper spread be- 
fore me. Get it, girls, “by heart” and head. “Her 
altruistic trend led her into the Smith College associa- 
tion for Christian work, of which she was secretary 
at one time.” ‘“Altruistic” is as near as the reporter 
could come to the real word, which is “religious,” 
and I expect Miss Morrow was secretary of the col- 
lege Y. W. C. A, Girls, let the Corner tell you just 
this. Cigarettes and cocktails don’t get you anywhere, 
even with the C. and C. fellow. The really worth- 
while man, the Lindy sort, is more likely to be at- 
tracted to you if to your other graces and gifts you 
have the “religious trend.” You will be the happy and 
blessed girl when “the lord” of things domestic comes 
and finds you so doing. And many times blessed when 
the Lord of things heavenly comes and finds you so 
doing, ready and looking for him (Titus 2:13). In 
spite of what the reporters of sundry newspapers would 
have their readers believe, America is drying up and 
drying up more rapidly than is generally believed. 
Washington “high sqciety” has cut out the drink, 
and Squedunk ‘average society” is paying off notes 
and buying gasoline, and that’s what the “lord” of 
his servants now will find up and-down the land. 


The ‘“Muchers.”—Unto whomsoever much is given, 
of him shall be much required (v. 48). In the light 
of this statement, where do you stand? That is to 
say, what has been given you, much or little? Let’s 
take a little time to examine one or two of those 
present. Will the red-headed one on the back row 
please stand up? Thank you. No infantile paralysis 
when you were little, Was there? See, hear, feel, 
taste, touch, got them all, haven’t you? Went through 
high and are fairly well educated? Never sick, on 
the job every day? Good home? Fine wife? Nice 
children? Wit enough to tie up with the church and 
turn up in a Sunday-school class? Reckon we will 
have to put you down as a “mucher.” Now here is 
the shorter catechism for you. What do you think 
is required of a fellow who has so much? What is 
that song we used to sing, — “Count your many bless- 
ings, name them one by one”? It would seem these 
things are not given us to hide in a napkin. Got to 
pay interest if nothing else (Luke 19: 20-24). Some 
folks have nobody home above the ears, and they 
say things. Out here in the countryside where the 
circus has come every summer for years we have an 
expression more expressive than elegant. When a 
mean and nasty thing is said by one of the mud slingers, 
the comeback is, “‘I consider the source,’ as Dan 
Rice said when the jackass kicked him.” Some folks 
have never had any advantages. Why say things 
about them. That little girl with the chewing gum 
and bad grammar is doing the best she knows. She 
grew up on the streets downtown. There was no 
one to steer her into Sunday-school, to come in con- 
tact with lovely and refined Christian teachers. Like 
Topsy, she just “growed up.” Not much required 
of her. But those other girls? Those wild party 
girls witn cocktails and cigarettes? Those joy-ride, 
and country-club, and ought-to-know-better girls —

EAD Luke 12, using verses 15 to 21 

and 41 to 48 for the lesson. Our 
lesson for this week is taken from an- 
other beautiful talk the Lord Jesus gave 
to a great multitude of people. He told 
them again of the heavenly Father’s love 
for all of his creatures, and showed them 
many of the blessings of the kingdom. 

While the Lord was talking, a man 
interrupted him to ask him to settle a 
family quarrel. This man’s brother would 
not divide the inheritance with him and 
he was more interested in his share in 
this earthly inheritance than he was in 
all the glorious affairs of God’s kingdom, 
not to mention the fact that he could be 
heir to the wealth and the love of the 
Great King himself. The Lord said 
that it was not His place to be a divider 
of property. And he told the worried 
brother, and the multitude about him, 
that they should not love money, for a 
man is no better or happier for being 
rich. 

Then he told them a story of a very 
rich farmer. Perhaps the class can tell 
| the story of the great crop which this 
man received from his land. Did he 
give any of his grain and fruits to the 
poor? No, he only built larger barns, 
so he could store away his great harvest 
for himself. He had enough to live on 
for many years, and had nothing to do 
but to eat and drink and have a good 
time. God was not pleased with this 
man’s life, and said that he must die and 
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leave all of his great stock of food. Let 
the children tell you what they think was 
wrong in this man’s way of living. Show 
them that it was selfishness, and that the 
Master said that it is the same with 
all who lay up treasure for themselves 
and are not “rich toward God.” Did God 


' want the farmer’s grain and fruits? How 


could he have been “rich toward God’’? 
While he was thinking only. of his own 
comfort and pleasure, no doubt the Sav- 
iour knew of many poor hungry people 
with whom he could have divided, and 
this would have made him rich toward 
God, and a happier man. The Master 
wanted to show the young man and all 
the rest of us the ugliness of being self- 
ish, and he so much wants us to know 
that if we show our faith in the heavenly 
Father by dividing what he has given us 
with those who are in need, that God will 
take care of us, and provide for us, too. 
He wishes us to live as children of the 
Great King, and if we love his kingdom, 
we shall not always be thinking and 
worrying about what we shall eat or what 
we shall wear, or how we shall have a 
good time. The Father will supply our 
needs, and see about the “good time,” too. 


There’s nothing so easy as living,

(v. 18). Security in such a mistaken 
sense of absolute ownership (contrary to 
every teaching of Scripture) leads to an 
| entirely selfish use of such riches. Said 
this man, in effect, “I will build such 
storage room for my goods that I can 
keep them all for my own use; I shall 
then have nothing to worry about; all 
my wants I can provide for myself.” Not 
a thought of others, or of the Giver of 
all those “goods” and “fruits”! Here 
is intemperance in the covetous holding 
and withholding of one’s possessions. Oh, 
teacher, can you help your young Chris- 
tians to see this truth, now, while they 
are young and all life lies ahead? 


(3) Then follows the physical self- 
indulgence we usually call intemperance 
— the overeating and drinking and frivol- 
ity (v. 19) made possible by those super- 
abundant possessions, held for self alone 
and withheld from service for others. Of 
course this rich. man would doubtless 
have called in others to eat and drink 
with him, in time, so involving others in 
intemperate self-indulgence, but there was 
no “time” for this rich “fool” —no time 
to learn what our Lord taught as the 
opposite of such intemperance.

Why, asks one of our topic questions, 
is faith in Christ necessary? It is nec- 
essary first of all because all mankind is 
under the sentence of death. “All have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom.

6:23); “Wherefore, 
as by one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have sinned” 
(Rom. 5:12). 

Faith in Christ is necessary because 
we are unable to help ourselves. Even 
such righteousness as we may think we 
have is as filthy rags (Isa. 64:6). “By 
the deeds of the law there shall no 
flesh be justified in his sight” (Rom. 
3:20 and Gal. 2:16). 

Faith in Christ is required because 
he has opened for man a new and living 
way to God through his substitutionary 
death upon the cross (Heb. 10:20). B 
this way, “we have redemption throug 
his blood, even the forgiveness of sins” 
(Col. 1:14 and Eph. 1:7). en we 
could. do nothing to help ourselves, 
Christ died for us, and, by believing in 
him, we become new creatures (2 Cor. 
5:17) and are thus enabled to obey God 
and serve him as we could not do before. 

Faith in Christ is necessary because 
there is no other way whereby we may 
hope to please God in this life or be 
assured of eternal life beyond the grave. 
The Lord Jesus himself said, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Fathér, but by me”; 
“He that ... climbeth up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a robber” 
(John 14:6 and John 10:1). “Neither 
is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under’ heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be 
saved” (Acts 4:12). 

Faith in Christ is necessary because 
God says so in his Word. “But as many 
as received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: which

but the wrath of God abideth on him” 
(John 3: 36). 


The answer to the second of our topic 
questions is self-evident from _ the 
Scriptures we have just read together. 
If God’s Word teaches anything clearly, 
it teaches that if we are to have eternal 
life we must have it this side of the 
grave. God does. not keep us in sus- 
pense concerning our future destiny. 
The Lord Jesus said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into 
condemnation [judgment]; but is passed 
from death unto life’ (Joh. 5:24). No- 
tice the tense of the verbs in this verse. 
The Lord Jesus did not say that we 
would some day have eternal life, but 
he says that we have it, if we have be- 
lieved on him. He does not say that 
some day we are going to pass from 





death unto life, but that we are passed 
from death unto life, if we have be- 
lieved on him. Let us not be afraid 
that We are presuming. upon God’s 
grace when we confess a definite as- 
surance of our salvation and of the 
great fact that we have eternal life. We 
are simply taking God at his 
which is just what he wants us to do. 
oe 

What then is it that keeps people from 

believing the Gospel? We can sum up 


the answer to this question in a three- | 


letter word,—sin. Sin has separated 
mankind from God. It has caused men 
to believe that God is not a _ loving 
Father who longs for men to turn to 
him and be saved. 

Sin has blinded men’s eyes to the sim- 
plicity of the Gospel, and they refuse to 
believe that the Lord Jesus Christ died 
for them. Instead they speak of his 
death as the death of a martyr for a 
good cause, or as that of a religious 
fanatic. 

Sin has fostered pride in men’s hearts 
until they claim to be unwilling to accept 
what another has done for them, and 
persist in trying to work out their own 
salvation through good deeds or through 
sacrifice. 

Sin has fostered selfishness in human 
hearts and thus has hindered many from 
accepting God’s free provision in Christ 
for fear that they will have to give up 
their own selfish and sinful desires and 
practices. 

Finally, let us recognize that our les- 


‘son verse, full as it is of God’s love and 


provision for man, nevertheless has two 
very distinct sides. One is the believ- 
ing side, the other is the perishing. On 
which do you stand today?

parent as it once was. We have the feel- 
ing, as a faculty, that the conditions are 
better than they ever were. We feel 
that our student body is for the most 
part law-abiding and dry. Certainly our 
social functions have less noticeable drink- 
ing than ever before.” 

Similar testimony comes from the 
Eastern States. President E. W. Hunt 
of Bucknell University declares that con- 
ditions in his institution are several hun- 
dred percent better than they were ten 
years ago. Dean William Machmer of 
Massachusetts Agricultural College says: 
“Our formal dances are so free from 
liquor today that the administration does 
not view their coming with anxious con- 
cern. This was not true before prohi- 
bition. Class and fraternity banquets now 
are absolutely free from liquor. Within 
a year, eight or ten prominent alumni 
have spoken to me about the remarkable 
change they have noticed in this respect.” 
May these promising reports continue! 


Reasons Why He Gave Up Drink.— 
A British newspaper writer who stopped 
drinking during the war has told some 
of the reasons why he did so. He dis- 
covered that when writing under the in- 
fluence of whisky or other alcoholic 
drink, he often said things about people 
that he realized afterward must have 
hurt them. The next morning when he 
woke up he would begin wondering how 
much he had angered people by saying 
things that might be true, but which for 
that reason would better have been left 
unsaid. 

He had a millionaire friend who, while 
under the influence of drink at a public 
dinner, revealed facts about another mil- 
lionaire that started a financial war. It 
might have ended in the ruin of both 
if friends had not intervened. These 
were not silly, senseless people, but two 
of the best-known financiers in England 
when their brains were free from alco- 
hol. 

Another friend, a sportsman, without 
ever having been seen intoxicated, be- 
came very ill as a result of liquor. He 
finally gave it up. 

An artist acquaintance nearly went 
insane from drink, and another found his 
work was falling off in quality and quan- 
tity as a result of mingling too much 
with drinking friends. 

The newspaper man realized also, when 
he thought about it, that drinking was 
a waste of time and moncy and led him 
into all sorts of company which he would 
scorn if he was merely drinking tea. 
Finally, he concluded that alcohol was 
antagonistic to his chief assets as a 
writer, keen intuition, vivid imagination, 
and an alert brain. Hence he joined the 
ranks of total abstainers. 


Keeping Up With the Times.—Meas- 
ured by the speed of our automobiles and 
flying machines we are living in an age 
that is from eight to twelve times faster 
than that of our fathers and grandfathers. 
Our brains need to speed up that much 
more to keep up with our machines. Al- 
cohol slows the action of the brain. Our 
auto lanes are growing narrower and 
more crowded; our machines are set to 
hundredths and thousandths of an inch 
instead of to quarters, eighths, and six- 
teenths. Our eye and hand movements 
must be correspondingly more precise. 
Alcohol lowers the steadiness and pre- 
cision of eye and hand movements. It 
increases mistakes and leads to accidents. 

Our time is filled with activity. We 
see more people, go to more places, do 
more with our hands, feet, and tongues 
in a day than our forefathers did in a 
week. We have to use more rapid and 
better judgment in deciding what is worth 
while and what is not. Alcohol weakens 
the judgment from the first effects and 
in the smallest quantities ordinarily taken 
in a drink.

Alcohol Not an Appetizer.—AlIcohol 
taken into an empty stomach causes dila- 
tion of the blood vessels and excites a 
secretion that gives rise to a feeling of 
hunger. This, however, is not normal 
hunger, but artificial. The after-effects, 
according to Herbert J. Peterson in the 
National Temperance Quarterly (Au- 
tumn, 1928) more than counterbalance 
the pleasurable sensations the alcohol 
evokes. Figuratively speaking, drinking 
alcoholic liquors is spending a lot and 
getting cheated. The secretion produced 
by drinking is wasteful because it finds 
no food to work on, and harmful because, 
when later food is taken, the quality of 
the gastric juice subsequently secreted is 
impaired and so is less fitted for the task 
then at hand.
